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Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claims 23-43 and 63 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
These claims are article claims. All previous claims in this application have been 
method claims. Consequently, claims 23-43 and 63 would have been properly restricted 
had they been present originally. It is also noted that it is unclear as to whether these 
article claims are directed to the combination of the system and the covering or only to 
the subcombination of the system. Since all previous claims have been drawn to the 
method of operating a covering, they are interpreted as reciting a combination of the 
system and covering. Consequently, a possible restriction under 
combination/subcombination criteria would also apply. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 23-43 and 63 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and 
MPEP§ 821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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, Claims 44-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Domel '852 in view of Peterson. 

Domel discloses a programmable Venetian blind that has provisions for 
extending, retracting and tilting the slats for desired transmissivity. There are numerous 
ways of stopping the blind/including timing the operation of the motor and sensing 
overcurrent when the blind is stopped, such as when the bottom rail, i.e. "extending rib", 
contacts an obstruction, i.e. "limit stop". Given the programmability of Domel, it is clear 
that it could be programmed to achieve the various operation positions and movements 
recited. While only one bottom is shown, Peterson et al discloses that a remote control 
having up and down buttons is well known. It would have been obvious to provide 
individual buttons for the remote, as suggested by Peterson et al, so as to more 
precisely operate the blind.
